GENEVA, Dec. 10.— 0 — War 
threats in central Europe dissipated 
tonight, when Yugoslavia and Hun- 
gary bowed to the League of Na- 
tions, whose council unanimously 
adopted a resolution deploring“ the 
crimes at Marseille. 

The action of the two opposing na- 
tions in accepting the resolution was 
viewed as a great League victory in 
the interests of peace, since central 
Europe had been threatened by the 
flames of war as a direct result of 
the assassination October 9 of the 
Yugoslav king, Alexander. 

ungary, in diplomatic terms, is 
requested to take “punitive action 
against any authorities whose culpa- 
bilities have been established“ and 
“communicate to the council the meas- 
ures which it takes to this effect.” 
This action was sought by Yugo- 
Slavia. 

Until the very last, the diplomats’ 
interest in the Yugoslav-Hungarian 
dispute was breathlessly maintained.

The Hungarian government got the 
final draft of the resolution for set- 
tlement of the issue by telephone late 
tonight. The council. then suspende 
its session until Budapest deliberated. 

Relief was expressed on all sides 
when the Hungarian representative re- 
ceived his urgent instructions: 

“Vote for the resolution.” 

The diplomats .said the resolution 
indicates a distinct triumph for con- 
ciliation in League councils and 
proves that statesmen. may make con- 
cessions to the League when they 
might find it difficult to make them 
directly to governments. In this in- 
stance, Yugoslavia was seen as get- 
ting aflequate satisfaction, while Hun- 
gary'g honor remains unsullied.

At the prison 
it was said the doctors plan one more 
examination of the two convicts be- 
fore releasing them. | 

Schmidt, who is 55 years old, be- 
came ill after receiving the first in- 
jection of serum last spring. He re- 
covered quickly and since then has 
been well. Erickson, 63 years old, 
showed very little reaction to the 
tests. 

The men are serving life terms, 
Erickson on a charge of slaying his 
wife and Schmidt for an offense 
against a young girl. 

The serum and bacilli also are be- 
ing given two other convicts and later 
may be administered to other prison- 
ers. About 12 men volunteered for 
the tests. 

Physicians at the National Jewish 
hospital worked for 15 years with 
the serum, testing it on animals, be- 
fore asking Governor Johnson last 
spring if they could administer it to 
convicts. Doctors said it was sole- 
ly a preventive and not a cure for 
tuberculosis. 


FISHBEIN IS DOUBTFUL 
ON MERITS OF SERUM 

CHICAGO, Dec. —Dr. 
Morris Fishbein, editor of the Journal 
of the American Medical Association, 
said today he would be reluctant to 
accept as conclusive results of anti- 
tuberculosis tests conducted by Den- 
ver physicians with two Colorado pen- 
itentiary inmates as human “guinea 
pigs.” 

“The experiments have been so few 
and the controls so inadequate it is 
not safe to say anything definite has 
been established,“ Dr. Fishbein said. 

He said it would be quite possible 
for a human being to receive tuber- 
culosis bacilli into his system and not 
develop the disease, even if the serum 
was not administered.

EUROPEAN TENSION EASED | 

Announcement that an amicable 
settlement of the controversy be- 
tween Yugoslavia and Hungary bas 
been reached, or at least that the 
way has been opened for such a 
settlement, has had the immediate 
effect of easing the political tension 
in which the majority of the na- 
tions of Europe were involved. 

The suddenness with which the 
European stiuation became critical 
almost overnight, and the equal 
speed with which the strained re- 
lations between a dozen or so na- 
tions were eased, forcefully illus- 
trates the tinderbox nature of con- 
ditions on the continent. 

Discord of even a minor nature 
is all that is necessary to flame the 
spark of national and racial antip- 
athy and antagonism. Controversies 
that would not be considered seri- 
ous by calm and level-headed peo- 
ple are apt to flame Latin and Slav 
nations into frenzied preparations 
for war. 

While the situation brought 
about by Yugoslavia’s sudden de- 
portation of thousands of Hunga- 
rians has been one of extreme 


ise | tenseness, its serious aspect lay not 


so much in the threat of a clash 
between these two nations as in the 
uncertainty as to what the attitude 
of the major powers would be. It 
was feared that France and Italy 
might split over the controversy, 
with the former supporting her ally, 
Yugoslavia, and Italy siding with 
Bulgaria. 

In such a denouement lay Hun- 
gary’s only hope of success in the 
controversy. It could not expect to 
be successful in a conflict with its 
bigger neighbor, having only 8,000,- 
000 inhabitants in its 40,000 square 
miles of area, while Yugoslavia has 
14,000,000 people and embraces 
100,000 square miles within its 
borders. Furthermore, Bulgaria’s 
armed forces are limited by the 
treaty of Versailles, as it was an 
ally of Germany during the World 
War. 

When it became clear during the 
consideration of the situation by the 
League of Nations that the major 
powers would not permit them- 
selves to become involved in the 
squabble, it did not take Hungary 
long to agree to a thorough inves- 
tigation, by an impartial commis- 
sion, of the charges made by Yugo- 
slavia. 

There seems to be no doubt that 
the Budapest government was re- 
miss in failing to check the activi- 
ties of the plotters who planned ter- 
roristic campaigns on Hungarian 
soil. It is probable that some ‘of 
the members of the Budapest gov- 
ernment were involved, at. least to 
some extent, in these plots and that 
Hungary’s attitude has been caused 
largely by the desire to shield them. 

The real victims of the contro- 
versy are the 18,000 Hungarians 
who have been driven from their 
new homes in Yugoslavia. Forced 
from their homes and employment 
with but a few hours’ notice, most 
of them are now in a destitute and 
Starving condition in their native 
land. 

Conditions on the continent 
should react generally to the pros- 
pect of an early settlement of the 
trouble between these two Slav na- 
tions and the recent agreement be— 
tween France and Germany on the 
Saar. With the various nations 
able now to pay less attention to 
international complications, they 
will be able to concentrate on the

ANGOLA RECORDS ONE VOTE 
AGIN DOC BRADY. 

A while ago à reader, noting Ol’ 
Doc Brady’s agnosticism in respect 
to the occurrence of rabies in man, 
kindly reported a case of reputed hu- 
man rabies in Angola, Africa, and 
suggested that the physician, a mis- 
sionary there, would give me the facts. 
I wrote the doctor, and have received 
a reply from him. It is lengthy and 
I shall quote only enough to indicate 
the opinion of the doctor. 

The victim was a white woman who 
was bitten by a rabid dog that at- 
tacked her in her garden one morning 
as she cut some flowers. The dog 
made six wounds on her right arm. 
She went immediately across the 
street to the government hospital, 
where a nurse dressed the wounds 
with hot bichloride compresses and 
strong tincture of iodin. Then she 
went to the government doctor, who 
did nothing, as he insisted there was 
no rabies in the province. But my in- 
formant felt that Pasteur 
should be given, and the vaccine was 
delivered by airplane from Cape Town 
12 days later. The doctor gave the 
first injection of the vaccine at once 
and repeated the injections at 16- 
hour intervals, so that the patient re- 
ceived the fourteenth dose the twen- 
ty-first day after she was bitten. On 
the twenty-ninth day the first symp- 
toms appeared, tingling and then pain 
in the wounds, and “the usual symp- 
toms of hydrophobia following during 
the next six days.” death coming the 
thirty-sixth day after the dog-bite.

The formal conclaves will not start 
until tomorrow when the National 
league magnates gather at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria and the American league 


owners sit in judgment on the year at 
the Commodore. They will do the 
same Wednesday. Then they will meet 
together at the Roosevelt Thursday. 
And when it’s all over, they will sol- 
emnly announce how many dozen balle 
were used in the 1934 campaign, the 
attendance figures, and things such 
as that while the major news de- 
velops on the bone-breaking tile floors 
of the lobbies. 

Actually there is little of momen- 
tous interest facing the magnates, and 
little that is controversial ever is 
aired for the public anyway. The 
National league's chief problem is to 
handle with delicacy and tact the 
effort of Judge Emil Fuchs, chief 
stockholder in the Boston Braves, te 
use his ball park evenings this sum- 
mer for dog racing. 

_. OPPOSED TO IDEA. 

Not only the National league but 
almost all organized baseball is op- 
posed to the union of these two sports, 
and the solution seems to be for 
Fuchs to rent Fenway park, home of 
the American league ton Red Sox 
for the Braves’ home games, and lease 
Braves’ field to a separate corpora- 
tion for the puppy -gallopers. 

The National league, too, will in- 
stall Ford C. Frick, former newspa- 
perman, as president, succeeding John 
A. Heydler, discuss synthetic double- 
headers, radio broadcasting of games, 
and similar subjects pored over often 
in the past. 
The American league, with Presi- 
dent William Harridge in the chair, 
will go deeply into the subject of al- 
lowing post-season barnstorming tours, 
in one of which Jimmie Foxx suf- 
fered a brain concussion this fall, and 
bonus clauses in player contracts. 
The. future of Babe Ruth, barn- 
storming in the orient, is certain to 
come up unofficially, if not officially, 
and the league must decide which city 
will stage 1935’s all-star game, with 
Cleveland the probable choice. 
The advisability of inter-league 
games during spring training is an 
annual topic, and the subject of syn- 
thetic double-headers likewise interests 
the American league moguls. About 19 
of these were manufactured in the 
circuit last summer. 

ANNUAL REPORTS. 
Both retiring President Heydler and 
the American league head, Harridge, 
will read their annual reports tomor- 
row, taking up several hours, and in 
the meantime the managers will gath- 
er in corners, large cigars in their 
teeth, extolling the virtues of stars 
they would like to swap other cigar- 
smoking managers for other stars.

Rules Changed 
To Speed Game 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10. - — Five 
rules changes designed to speed up the 
game were adopted today by the elub 
owners. of the National Professional 
Football league, gathered here in an- 


nual meeting. 

The five changes are: 

1. Assess n penalties from spot 
where ball was put in play, not where 
foul was committed. 

2. A ball thrown forward beyond 
the line. of scrimmage to be downed 
at the spot where it was thrown for- 
ward. This further encourages lat⸗ 
eral passing. Under the old rule, 
where an attempted lateral was ruled 
to be à forward beyond the line of 
scrimmag the ball went back to the 
point where the play started. 

3. The ball is a free ball on all 
fumbles except where ball was kicked 
or thrown. 

4. On a fourth down pass or the 
second pass into the end zone the ball 
shall be returned to the point where 
it was put in play, except when inside 
the 20-vard line. 

5. Following an out-of-bounds the 
hall shall be brought in 15 yards from 
the side line, instead of 10.

EXISTENCE IN U. S. 
OF ‘ICE-AGE MAN’ 
WIDELY ACCEPTED 


WASHIN NGTON, Dec. 10.—(4)— 
“Tce-age man,“ hunting the fearsome 
mammoth or hairy elephant and other 


animals now extinct and before the 
glaciers of the ice atze were entireiy 
melted off North American soil, now 
seems to be a fairly well-established 
part of American history. 

The latest and best evidence that 
humans lived so long ago in what is 
now the United States is provided by 
discovery of a huge area in northern 
Colorado. where it is believed “ice- 
age man camped and made weapon4 
perhaps as much as 20,000 years ago. 

Digging into the side of a cliff, Dr. 
Frank H. H. Roberts Jr., of the 
Smithsonian Iustitution. has uncov- 
ered about 30 stone dart points an 
inch and a half long of à special type 
that previously have been found bur 
ied with the bones of extinct animal 
indicating they were used to hunt these 
animals, 

These are known as the Folsom 
points” because they were first found 
near Folsom, N. M. Later they were 
found scattered over . most of the 
United States. Now Dr. Roberts haa 
found a place where this type of dart 
points. actually was manufactured. He 
believes it. is conclusive evidence that 
they were made by an ancient rac 
and were not buried with extinct an- 
mals by pure accident, On the camp 
site of what is believed to be “‘ice- 
age mar m a quarry of flint used 
for making the points, and flakes. of 
flint ‘chip away in the process of 
making the points by these ancient 
hunters.
